THE SISTERS OF ST. JOSEPH, TIPTON, INDIANA. 


1 HE Community of the Sisters of St. Joseph, was founded in LePuy, in Velay, 
} France, in 1650, by Bi Maupas. On the 15th of October of that year, the 
Bishop gave the habit to a eggs Soa pious ladies, and gave them as their 
model the glorious St. Joseph, under whose protection he placed his “Little 
“Institute,” which should thenceforth be known as the Sisters or Daughters 
of St. Joseph. : 
The French Revolution of 1793 did not spare the little violet of St. Jo- 
seph’s garden. Itg houses were pillaged. the religious were thrown into 
prison, and some were made to pay. with their lives for the honor of being Spouses of 
Jesus Christ. 

In 1836 the first American house of the Sisters of St. Joseph was opened at 
Carondolet. The Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger invited the Sisters of St. Joseph to the Fort 
Wayne Diocese ih 1887. . Under the direction of, Rev. Father Lentz, Mother Gertrude 
Moffitt, and two other Sisters established the Mother House at Tipton, Ind., March 
15th, 1888. 

Since its foundation God Has continually blessed the Institute. St. Joseph's 
Academy was opened in September, 1888, since which time parochial schools have 
been accepted by the Community in ten nearby cities. Two of these schools maintain 
high school departments accredited by the State. The Good Samaritan Hospital of ;Ko- 
komo, maintaining a State Accredited Training School for Nurses was opened in 
1909. The Sisters also conduct a hospital at Bend, Oregon. 

In 1921, a Summer Normal School was established in Tipton, and approved by 
the State Board of Education. In September, 1925, a two year curriculum leading to 
the. teachers’ life license was approved by the State Board. * Sisters who have com- 
pleted their high school course are admitted to these classes and given ample oppor- 
tinity to prepare for the teaching profession. Lay students are also permitted to at- 
tend these classes leading to the teachers’ State license. 

On September 12th, 1924, The Rt. Rev. Bishop Herman J. Alerding gave hi: 
official approbation to the revised edition of the Constitutions. .On the 15th of August, 
1925, Rev. B. B. Biegel, Spiritual Director of the Community, in a session of the General 
Chapter, made official announcement of the New Rule. 

Mercy Hospital of Elwood, Indiana, now nearing completion, will be opened for 
patients within the next few months. 

The Community encourages those who enter it to make selection of the work for 
which they feel'best adapted, and provides them with opportunities for preparing 


themselves for their life's work. co, by speaking in_a different vein of!

Applicants are admitted at any time during the year, but it is desirable that they 
enter about the 25th of June or 28th of December. in order that they may prepare to 
receive the holy habit on the regular reception days following their entrance. The pro- 
bation period before receiving the habit is six months.
